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WHOLESALE TRADE. 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified exemptions, all goods sold by wholesale in Australia, including imports, 
are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as vendors trading only in exempt goods are not 
required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects 
of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are 
somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information is available 
to enable adjustment to be made to the crude figures on this account.

RECENT TRENDS—EXPORT PRICE INDEX—WOOL AND ‘“‘ OTHER GROUPS”, 

Group indexes in the table on page 22 show the great fluctuations and the wide dispersion of prices 
of export commodities in recent years. In particular, very great movements upwards and downwards have 
occurred in the price of wool. Since wool is a predominant export, and comprises 46 per cent. of the base 
aggregate of the index, fluctuations in wool prices obscure the effect on the All Groups Index of movements in 
prices of the other components. ‘“‘ Wool” and ‘* Other Groups ” are shown separately below.
